Voter mandated increase in drinking age angers youth

It is cold outside, but inside the 
Hoffbrau Lounge, the music is good 
and loud, smoke is swirling through 
the air, and an emotional electricity 
is crackling through the moisture of 
dusk-to-dawn dancers. 

Twenty -year-old Sherri Erickson 
of Westland is warm. She is glowing, 
andsheis havingfun 

Not for long though. Come Dec. 22 
Sherri will be left out in the cold 
when the state begins its en- 
forcement of the constitutional 
admendment raising the legal 
drinking age from 18 to 21. 

Red cheeked and angry at the 
majority of voters sho sanctioned 
the change, Sherri grumbles over 
knowing that she’ll be denied entry 
into the Westland rock V roll bar, 
which according to Hoffbrau owner 
A1 Campbell, caters to primarily 
guys and gals under 21. 

To Sherri and others of her peer 
group, the climb back to 21 is 
nothing but a “cheap trick.” 

“My only consolation is that I’ll be 
turning 21 two weeks after the law 
goesinto effect,” Sherri said, “sol’ll 
be celebrating hitting the legal 
drinking age twice.’* 

New Years Eve, however, she’ll 
not be flashing her smile in a disco, 
rock ‘n’ roll bar or night club. An- 
noyed she stares somberly into her 
glass of. . . water. 

Campbell spent the first five 
minutes of his interview with 
Associated Newspapers maligning 
the new law and coming to the 
rescue of those under 21 by reciting 
the time worn contention that if one 
is old enough to be drafted and to go 
to war, then logically one is old 
enough to drink alcohol.

owners who are trying to fight this 
thing in court We hope to stall it 
from going into effect on Dec. 22, ’’ 
Campbell said. 

With approximately 60 percent of 
his crowd being under 21 years of 
age, he admits that he will have to 
change the format of his business. 
And with an alteration in the en- 
tertainment end of things, he said he 
would begin to cater to the over 21 
set. 

While he is empathetic to the 
younger set's cause, as a realist, and 
a businessman, he will “naturally' ' 
abide by the new law, if mandated 
to. 

Curly-topped Lori Altenbach, 19, 
of Westland is a bar maid at Hoff- 
brau and, with the new law going 
into effect, she has some serious 
doubts over the longetivity of her 
job. 

“HowcanI stay here when I won't 
be able to sell liquor,’’ she said. 
“Boy I hate this. You know I’m a 
real night person and all, and I hate 
jthe thought of having to go take a 
day job after having had a taste of 
this.” 

Four enthusiastic, less-than- 
excellent rock ‘n’ roll players on 
their second gig ever at the Funny 
Farm in Wayne recently were 
downright uptight about the im- 
minent change in the law. 

Three out of the four-member 
band, calling themselves ‘Everest’, 
are under 21 years of age. 

Only out of die basement less than 
two months and just getting a taste 
of the trials and tribulations of 
staying in tune, drummer Marty 
Kosmalski, 18, thinks the change in 
the law is totally unfair. 

“We’re just starting to get good, 
too,” said Kosmalski, grinning into 
the ever-watchful eye of F\mny 
Farm bar owner Leo Speer.

of the new law and isn’t sure if he’ll 
be hiring any bands under 21 years 
of age. 

But then what will be the need for 
players under 21 when the clientele 
will swing to over 21?

Speer said. “But to tell you the truth. 
I like the younger ones better They 
are easier to handle, they take pride 
in their person and they respect me 
more.” 

With 10 years in the business and 
knowing what the older crowd can 
be like, Speer says he would rather 
fight than switch, but concedes that

John Cabavatan sees the new law in 
a somewhat different light than 
Speers or Campbell. 

Disco dancers are predominantly 
persons over 21, said Cabavatan, 
and unlike rock *n’ roll bar owners.

She finished in first place 
recently at the Mid-American 
Championship held in Cleveland, 
Ohio, where she danced “against” 
girls from six states to earn the top 
spot. 

Deirdre is the daughter of Robert 
and Monica Sanders of Sumpter 
Road in Belleville. 

Mrs. Sanders, whose parents 
were born and raised in Ireland, 
and who has relatives there, has 
used Irish dancing lessons as a way 
of passing on the heritage and 
traditions she holds dear. She will 
accompany her daughter to the 
world competition during Easter 
Week in the spring. 

After the five days of com- 
petition, the pair will spend some 
time sight-seeing and visiting 
relatives 

Deirdre studies dancing with 
well-known instructor June Butler, 
who operates an Irish dance studio 
in Toronto but visits the Detroit 
Gaelic League once a week, on 
Sunday, to teach the Irish dancing 
class. 

The ethnic dancing is quite a 
family affair for the Sanders’. Mrs 
Sanders took lessons when a child, 
and Dierdre’s sisters, Erin- 
bridget. 11, and Shannon, 7, both 
dance Younger sister Megan- 
maureen, 2, will learn when she 
gets a bit older, Mrs. Sanders 
added 

“I think it is important for all 
kids to learn about their heritage,” 
said the mother of the four 
daughters. “I was always involved 
because of my parents, and I’m 
passing it on to my kids. I hope 
they pass it on to their children ”

A critical shortage of substitute 
teachers in the Van Buren Public 
Schools has caused the district to 
lower the educational standards 
required of substitutes, while in- 
creasing the pay. 


Van Buren is experiencing the 
problem that has come to plague 
many school districts in the area. 
Teacher substitutes are in short 
supply, compared to the surplus of 
teachers several years ago. 

The district first attempts to hire 
people who are fully certified but 
for whatever reason are not em- 
ployed full-time, said Raymond 
Kohr, director of personnel. 

The next category would be those 
people who were once certified but 
have since let their certification 
expire. The last group of people 
allowed to serve as substitutes 
without special permission from 
the State Department of 
Education, were those who had at 
least 120 semester hours of college 
credit with a minimum of six in 
education. 

But since the district has been 
unable to recruit enough sub- 
stitutes with those qualifications, 
applications are now being taken 
from those with lesser 
qualifications, based on a verbal 
permission from the state, said 
Kohr. 

Applications will be considered 
from persons who have 120 hours 
but lack the previously required 
education courses, or have com- 
pleted a minimum of 90 hours but 
are currently taking courses 
toward the completion of a degree 

Is Van Buren lowering its 
standards? 

“We definitely are,’’ admitted 
Kohr. 

But, he added, the district needs 
to carry about 100 substitutes to 
insure that absences can be filled 
Usually, assignments for those in 
the teacher substitute pool are for 
a day or two at a time, filling in for 
a teacher who is ill. There are 375 
teachers in the district, and ab- 
senteeism can be from as little as 
four or five persons, to 35 to 40. on 
any given day. 

Many times, too, the teachers 
who are on Van Buren s substitute 
list are also on call with several 
neighboring districts The districts 
are actually in competition for 
their services, depending on who 
calls first, Kohr said. 

In some ways, school districts 
were spoiled by the surplus of 
teachers in past years, and could 
afford to be choosey 

“For the past several years, we 
have had a surplus of teachers and 
subsequently, the state depart 
ment was unenthusiastic about 
granting special permits to let 
those less qualified act as sub- 
stitutes 

‘Therefore, many of the people 
who would have liked to sub were 


The girls dance in various 
competitions, or “fies,” all 
summer long all over the country. 
They also perform at the Irish 
Festival in Detroit and at various 
other shows throughout the year, 
Mrs Sanders said 

She added that her husband, 
Robert, was bom in England, and 
leaves the dancing and pursuit of 
Irish heritage to the ladies of the 
family. 

Deirdre practices for about an 
hour a day, performing to music 
from records and tapes There are 
basically two categories of 
traditional Irish step dancing. Mrs 
Sanders explained The young lass 
had to dance in both categories to 
capture her trophy in the regional 
competition. The first is a dance 
performed with soft shoes, similar 
to ballet slippers Then, dancers 
don hard sole “jig” shoes for their 
second dance Three judges rated 
each performer, with dancers 
comoetingin their own age groups 


Accompanying music is usually an 
accordian and fiddle 
In Ireland, Deirdre will be 
competing in the minor division, 
for youngsters under 11 Mrs 
Sanders guessed that there should 
be about 175 girls competing in that 
category from the United States, 
Canada, Australia. England, 
Scotland and Ireland 
Deirdre’s costume, designed by 
the young girl and her mother, is 
also steeped in tradition Designs 
at the hem of the dress are replicas 
from the Bible translations of Irish 
monks The back of the shawl on 
the dress carries Mrs. Sanders’ 
father’s family crest And the lace 
on the collar of the dress is from 
her mother’s wedding dress, Mrs 
Sanders explained 
The dimpled Deirdre, with short 
chestnut curls and rosy cheeks, 
looks the part of the Irish lass, and 
hopes to bring the world cham- 
pionship back to the United States, 
and to Belleville

turned away. That’s why we want 
to get the word out now that we can 
accept applications from those who 
might not have been considered 
eligible before.” 

The reason for the teacher 
substitute shortage is a matter of 
conjecture, with various schools of 
thought, Kohr said. He added that 
he believes subbing used to be the 
way that teachers worked them- 
selves into a full-time job. Now, 
however, declining enrollment and 
failureof millages means that very 
few new teachers are hired. 
Substitute teachers don’t have the 
chance of full-time employment 
they once had. 


So many are going into different 
occupations. 

Also, ' universities are 
discouraging people from 
becoming teachers because of the 
past surplus, Kohr added. 

The Van Buren schools has 
recently raised its substitute pay 
rate. It is $32 per day for the first 10 
days of substituting, and $35 
thereafter.

State suspends order 
to desegragate school

Orders from the state school 
superintendent to desegregate a 
Wayne- West land elementary school 
with a 46 percent black population 
have been suddenly and abruptly 
cancelled. 

On Aug. 29, Dr. John Porter, 
superintendent of public instruction 
for Michigan, met with Dr. Timothy 
Dyer, superintendent of the Wayne- 
Westland Community Schools. 
Porter said that Vandenburg School 
in W r ayne had been identified as 
“racailly impacted” and the district 
would ha veto come up with a plan to 
desegegate it. 

The school has about 300 students, 
with nearly half of the student 
population non-white Across the 
district, there is only a 2 percent 
minority population. 

A policy dictated by the state 
department of education labelled as 
racially impacted any individual 
school that exceeded the district- 
wide minority percentage by more 
than 15 percent. Even with the 15 
percent variance, Vandenburg is far 
above the norm in number of blacks 


Porter at that time gave the 
district 90 days to come up with a 
desegration plan. However, Porter 
reversed his demand in a letter to 
the school district dated Nov. 9. 

The letter stated: “It has come to 
my attention that your school 
district is a party in pending 
desegration litigation. Thus, pur- 
suant to the ‘Guidelines for 
Providing Integrated Education 
Within School Districts’ adopted by 
the State Board of Education, no 
further action on your part is 
requested by this agency at this 
time.” 

Wayne-Westland, which had 
originally turned Porter’s request 
over to attorneys, consider the 
matter now closed 

All along, the district denied any 
intentional segregation, saying that 
the large minority population at 
Vandenburg resulted from con- 
struction of a housing project very 
close to the school well after the 
attendance boundaries for the school 
had been set. They, therefore, called

studyin^J®^ enforcement now and 
chose to serve in the sunny climes of 
the tropical islands when he 
graduates next June. 

Of course, not everyone can 
choose to go to Hawaii — and many 
would net want to take up residence 
there. 

But the ‘‘new army” has an oc- 
cupation and place for every young 
man and woman who wants to sign 
up for at least three years. With the 
new volunteer enlistment program, 
men and women between 17 and 34 
can choose their vocation and 
location. 


And it's all down in writing. That’s 
to good part. 

Before a young man or woman 
enlists, they get it spelled out in 
writing just what job they want to be 
trained for and where they want to 
serve. There have to be openings in 
the location they want to serve, but 
usually there is no problem at all in 
enlistees beingsent where they want 
to go.

“Before enlisting, they can know 
what training program they’ll be in, 
where they’ll go for basic training, 
what their assignment will be, and 
where they will serve,” said the 
native of Houston, Tex., who has 
served in the army 12 years.

the racial pattern “de facto 
segregation” because the racial 
imbalance came about as a result of 
housing construction not under the 
control of the district. 

Dr. John Dobbs, assistant to Supt. 
Porter, explained what was meant 
in the letter, claiming that Wayne- 
Westland was being excused 
because of pending desegration 
litigation 

That litigation dates back to 1970, 
when the Detroit Puhlic Schools and 
all suburban communities were 
named in a segregation suit, the 
same suit that eventually brought 
about the Detroit busing program 
now in effect. 

The suit originally included 
Detroit and the suburban com- 
munities, although the suburbs 
eventually were dropped from the 
action. However, theoretically, the 
suit could someday be revived 
against the suburba n school districts 
and that makes the suit “pending.” 
Dobbs explained that the attorney 
general was consulted by Porter, 


and told that legally Wayne- 
Westland and the other suburban 
communities would still be con- 
sidered to be part of the litigation. 
Dobbs said the state education 
department does not go into districts 
with such desegregation demands if 
the district is involved in a 
desegregation lawsuit. 

Chances that the 1970 suit will ever 
be resurrected a gainst the suburban 
communities appear to beslim, so it 
looks like ‘‘nobody’s going to 
prosecute” anybody, Dobbs said. 

John Weaver, the attorney of the 
Detroit law firm Butzel, Long, Gust, 
Klein and Van Zile, who has been 
advising Wayne-Westland on the 
issue recently and in the past, called 
the issue “dormant, but not dead.” 

He said he considers Wayne- 
Westland to have a “clean bill of 
health” on the issue. 

According to Wayne-Westland 
Deputy Supt. Dennis O’Neill: “until 
we get further direction, that’s the 
end of it.”

Area residents won’t have any 
trouble recognizing at least one 
bill in the show cases Ontered 
among all the intriguing and 
extotic currencies is a 
prominently displayed American 
dollar 

“One day a customer stopped 
me and to Id me that we hade very 
bill on our boards except the most 
beautiful of all She gave me a 
U S Silver Certificate 

“I decided to put it in the center 
of our display as a way of saying 
Thanks’ to all our customers. 

“After all, it’s their collection ”

Law protects auto servicing

Hindsight and foresight go 
together like bread and butter. They 
also make for well-thought-out 
decisions. At least that’s the theory 
Mike Gouin is counting on. 

Gouin, former assistant 
recreation director of Wayne for 
nine years and now recreation 
superintendent of Canton Township, 
has plenty of both ingredients and 
plans to put them to use in Canton. 

In retrospect, the 35-year-old 
Wayne resident recalls when Wayne 
lacked an identity. After nine years 
of recreational development he says 
the voids are pretty much filled, 
giving a sense of unity and identity 
to the community. 

Canton, much like Wayne was nine 
years ago, is a new challenge to 
Gouin, but on a larger scale than 
Wayne. 

“Canton is a lot like Wayne used to 
be. It has very limited facilities,” 
Gouin said, “even less than Wayne 
did back then.” 

But Canton has acres upon acres 
of land that is accessible to the 
township government which lends 
promise to the township’s future, he 
said. 

“But it’s got to be bought now or 
pretty soon like Wayne did. They 
now have the results in a good 
portion of its community with 
neighborhood parks,” Gouin said. 

Wayne went from a community 
with a small recreation hall - much 
like Canton’s senior citizen’s hall on 
Sheldon Road and Michigan Avenue 

- to a city with a large Community 
Center, complete with racquetball, 
tennis courts, swimming pools and a 
health spa and club. 

While land is costly, the price only 
goes up as time goes on, he noted, 
and those with “tunnel vision”, 
seeing only the high cost of land 
today as the determining factor in 
rejecting land purchases, should 
never expect to fill their community 
with recreation and relaxation, 
resort-like facilities. 

“But it is obvious that Canton is 
missing a lot, ' ' he said. 

Gouin said unlike Wayne, Canton 
doesn’t receive top priority from the 
school system in regards to utilizing 
its recreational facilities. While 
Wayne has a system where the 
government is second on the list - 
only edged to second by the school 
system itself- Canton falls to No. 4 
and is bunched in with every other 
recreation and civic organization on 
the books. 

That is all the more reason to start 
Canton’s own programs, he said. 

While Wayne, a smaller com- 
munity than Canton, could get by on 
having one central recreation 
center, Canton would have to look 
for several community centers in its 
long-term growth, he added. 

With them appropriately and 
geographically spaced, he said the 
proposal to purchase Sheldon School 
located on Geddes Road in Canton’s 
southern half has much merit. 
Purchasing the nine acres of land 

— the going price being $225,000— 
could be a worthwhile venture, if one 
keeps in mind that it should only 
service a part of the community 
ultimately.

Michigan’s Motor 
Vehicle Service and 
Repair Act gives you 
important rights wlich 
you should know and use 
when your automobile 
or other vehicle needs 
repair. 

First, if the repair will 
cost more than $20 when 
you drop off your 
vehicle, you are entitled 
to a written estimate, 
itemizing the cost for 
labor and parts 
necessary to perform 
the repairs you have 
requested. If the repair 
facility you have chosen 
does not wish to give you 
the written estimate, it 
must obtain a signed 
waiver from you, 
authorizing the repairs 
up to a designated dollar 
amount. 

The law provides that 
without your per- 
mission, a repair 
facility cannot exceed 
the written estimate it 
gave you by more than 
10 percent or $10, 
whichever is less 
Similarly, the facility 
cannot exceed the 
amount listed in the 
waiver If a repair shop 
tries to charge you more 
than this, you are under 
no obligation to pay the 
excess However, the 
mechanic can take back 


the parts installed 
without your approval. 

The law does allow a 
repair facility to call 
you and get permission 
to go over the estimate 
or amount agreed upon 
in the waiver It is not 
necessary that you give 
this approval for ad- 
ditional expenses in 
writing. 

When you pick up 
your vehicle, you are 
entitled before paying 
for the repairs, to a 
repair invoice con- 
taining a statement of 
the repairs you 
requested and 
authorized, and the 
repairs needed, as 
determined by the 
facility. It must contain 
the original repair cost 
estimate, as well as the 
actual cost and it must 
list in detail each part 


replaced, explaining 
whether the part put in 
was new, used, rebuilt 
or reconditioned a nd the 
cost of the part. Finally, 
it must contain the 
name of the mechanic 
who performed the 
repairs and certify that 
the repairs were 
completed properly. If a 
requested repair was 
not done, your invoice 
must explain why. 

Also, at the time you 
pick up your vehicle, the 
mechanic must give you 
the old parts which were 
replaced. The only 
exceptions to this rule 
are if the parts are 
extremely large — such 
as a transmission or 
engine block — or there 
is a core c ha rge f or the 
old part which you do 
not want to pay — such 
as old brake shoes 


which are traded in for 
credit by the garage to 
its parts supplier, , who 
later has them rebuilt. 
Even in these cases, you 
must be offered the 
opportunity to inspect 
these parts. 

Finally, you should be 
certain that when you 
visit a repair facility 
that it has its state 
registration on display. 
This is your assurance 
that the facility’s 
mechanics are certified 
and that the States 
Bureau of Automotive 
Regulation is available 
to assist you with any 
complaint about the 
repairs to your vehicle.

REGULATIONS ON 
TIGER MUSKELLUNGE 

The Natural Resources Commission, at its 
meeting on July 14, 1978, under the authority of 
Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, renewed the 
order of August 10, 1973, that hybrid 

muskellunge, commonly known as the “tiger 
muskellunge”, shall be deemed a muskellunge, 
and it shall be unlawful to take or possess tiger 
muskellunge except in accordance with laws, 
rules, and regulations governing muskellunge, 
for a period of five years effective January 1, 
1979.

(under authority of Act 165, P.A. 1929 and Act 
230, P.A. 1925 as amended) 

STATEWIDE 

TROUT AND SALMON REGULATIONS 

The Natural Resources Commission, at its 
meeting on July 14, 1978, under the authority of 
Act 165, P.A. 1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A. 
1925, as amended, ordered that for a period of 
five years beginning January 1, 1979, no person 
shall take or attempt to take any species of trout 
or salmon from any of the waters of this state 
except by hook and line during the open seasons 
prescribed, and within the minimum size limits 
and maximum possession limits indicated 
below. 

Statewide open seasons on all streams and 
designated trout lakes shall be from the last 
Saturday in April through September 30 (longer 
on waters designated by the Director for ex- 
tended fishing under Act 165) on all trout and 
salmon. Statewide open seasons on all other 
inland lakes and the Great Lakes shall be any 
time for all trout and salmon. Size limits shall be 
8 inches on Lower Peninsula streams, 7 inches on 
Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 inches on 
lakes The daily limit for trout and salmon shall 
be 5 fish singly or in combination but no more 
than 3 lake trout or splake. 

An additional 5 brook or brown trout may be 
taken from streams from the last Saturday in 
April through September 30 only

Canton Chamber irked by sign ordinance vote 


Better safe than sued. 

Prudent was the attitude of the 
Canton Township board in their first 
major decision since taking their 
oaths of office Tuesday night. They 
re-adopted the 1975 sign and berm 
ordinance. 

Due to recent finding by Trustee 
Gene Daley, that hinted that the 
ordinance may have been illegally 
adopted in 1975 because of a 
discrepancy in the publication 
notices, board members by a 6-1 
vote agreed to re-enstate the or- 
dinance’s validity. 

For reasons unclear to the 
township board and to many in the 
audience, critical and harsh ob- 
jections were raised against the re- 
adoption action by the Canton 
Chamber of Commerce, 

Even though the four-year-old 
ordinance has been in effect through 
two township administrations, 
merchants lashed out at the board 
for “pushing it through after all this 
time” without study and discussion. 

The ordinance has been much 
touted by the residential sector for 
its restrictivness on the size, types 
and number of signs legally per- 
mitted within the township. 

But aside from the controversial 

content of the ordinance 

Supervisor Noel Culbert said the 
township was obligated to protect 
the community as a whole by 
making certain it has an ordinance 
to work from. 


“I don’t want you to think we’re 
trying to ramrod anything through, 
because clearly we’re not trying to 
do anything of the sort,” Culbert 
said, “This has absolutely nothing at 
all to do with the proposed, new sign 
ordinance we’re working on." 

The proposed sign ordinance is 
intended to ultimately be adopted 
and to bring about a calming 
compromise of the 1975 restrictions. 

Culbert explained that the 
township board acted in good faith 
A Dec. 4 special study session is still 
scheduled to develop a compromise 
ordinance, and the only reason for 
board action on the existing or- 
dinance is to avoid any possible 
litigation. “We’re not trying to hurt 
you tonight,” said Culbert. 

Bill Tessian, manage of Wayne 
Bank and spokesmen for the 
business community then in- 
terjected with: “Oh no no, not 
tonight you’re not. But you will, and 
we’ll get our turn, we’ll get you 
back,” Tessian said. 

He argued that the township board 
was re-adopting an ordinance that 
might be invalid and that it should 
rely on the 1965 ordinance until a 
court rules either that the 1975 or- 
dinance is legal or to be voided. 

Until the 1975 ordinance, the 
township virtually was without any 
regulations limiting the business 
community’s activities in regards to 
sign displays. 

Repeatedly Culbert and fellow 


board members tried to stave off the 
assults made by the disgruntled 
business community, but to no avail. 

Trustee Robert Greenstein said 
that the preventive measure on the 
township board’s part may prove to 
be a piece of paper that could 
forestall costly lawsuits.

stop you.” Greenstein analyzed, “So 
then you’re given a ticket from our 
ordinance department stating that 
you’re in violation of our existing 
1975 ordinance and you must appear 
in court.”

Some residents voice 
support for foster home

A third public hearing on a 
proposed adult foster care facility 
for six mentally retarded men, 
planned on Hunter Street in 
Westland, brought more of the same 
opposition, confusion and emotion to 
the Westland City Council chambers 
Monday night. 

There was one new feature to this 
meeting, however, and that was the 
expressed support for the home by a 
handful of residents. 

Mrs. Francis Nieckarz of 
Tomahawk Street wascritical of her 
neighbors who oppose the group 
home and urged the residents to 
* “admit” that their opposition is 

.S *ased in a fear of the retarded. She 

* + 'ibelled as a “cop-out” the 
argument put forth by opponents, 
who say they are worried that the 
neighborhood children will harass 
the retarded residents. 

“How are we raising our kids?" 
she asked. “You can’t teach them 
one thing and then not practice what 
you teach. • 

“How can we condemn a place 
that hasn’t even been tried yet?” 

Mrs. Nieckarz has been visiting 
her neighbors and asking them to 
write or call the council to tell of 
^ their support for the home, but she 
said that many people who accept 
the proposal are reluctant to say so 
■it a public meeting. 

“People are afraid to say publicly 
;hat they favor the home, because 
.hey are afraid of retaliation from 
Jieir neighbors,” she said. 

Also speaking in favor ot the home 
vas Rev. Kalvin Kronemeyer, 
pastor of Good Shepherd Church on 
Hunter. His pastor’s house is behind 
the church on Hunter. 

“I wish I were a property owner, 
;ind I wish that home were being 
■ uilt rigit next door to me,’’ he said 
'I know my children will have 
*espect for those people because I 
.lave taught my children respect for 
people.” 


He denounced an unsigned letter 
circulated by those opposed to the 
home, calling the letter inflamatory 
and saying his own words were used 
out of context. 

Another vocal proponent, a 
resident of Lancashire, said his 
children would be walking past the 
home to go to school, and ' ‘I have no 
fear for my 5 -year-old daughter to 
walk by that home.” 

But anoiner area resident made it 
clear that her opposition to the home 
was most definitely founded in a fear 
of the actions of the residents. 

“This isall maleadults, and that’s 
what we’re afraid of,” she said. “If 
it were women, or children, 1 don’t 
think anyone would object.” 

A homeowner on Tonquish Trail 
summed up the major concerns of 
those opposed to construction of the 
house. He said his primary concern 
was the safety of his children and 
wife who would be home a lone while 
he worked Secondly, he repeated 
the oft -spoken fear of losing value 
on his house. 

“I’ve got a lot of money wrapped 
up in that home; it’s my largest 
investment. I work hard for my 
money, and I resent that loss.” 

The residents remained skeptical 
of the four housing studies cited by 
the Department of Mental Health, 
that claim that property values are 
not negatively affected by such 
group homes 

The concern also was raised that 
at 1,850 square feet and $75,000, the 
house would be out of place in the 
subdivision. 

Most of tiie councilmen did not 
express an opinion on the home. 
However, Council President Robert 
Wagner began the meeting stating 
that “we," apparently meaning the 
council opposed the location of the 
home on Hunter Richard Stempien 
said, too. at the end of the meeting, 
said that he supports the 
“philosophyof the group home”, but 
objects to the State of Michigan 
deciding on where the home would 
go. without consulting the city. 


me home does not require any 
special council approval. 

One Westland resident favoring 
the group home, Ray Rafford, 
challenged the council members to 
make clear their positions. 

“I’m interested in where the 
council is coming from. If you have 
concerns about just this home on 
Hunter because of location and 
building codes, okay. But if you’re 
going to be against all group homes, 
I’d like to know as a citizen, and I’ll 
have to deal with that.” 

The father of a mentally retarded 
daughter and also assistant 
superintendent for student relations 
for the Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools, Rafford told the audience 
that the school district would be 
responsible for educating those 
retarded residents under 26. 

Hesaid that the school district has 
been responsible in the past for 
shutting down foster homes in other 
cities when it found abuse or 
problems, and “we’llbethe first one 
there to shut them down, if there’s a 
problem.” 

On a personal note, he wondered 
aloud about his daughter's future. 

“My daughter is 11 now. By the 
time she’s 18, 1 hope a 11 this is ironed 
out. 

“You talk about fear. Well I have 
fears, too. Her option is the 
Plymouth State Home, when I’m not 
around to take care of her, and 
you’ve read about the problems 
there 

“I’ve lived in this community for 
14 years. I hope she can stay here 
when I’m gone,” 


Anyone building a house in 
Westland, or in any city, must agree 
not to construct a permanent 
structure over certain underground 
wires and pipelines. 

The land covering the un- 
derground line, and a certain 
distance on both sides of it, is called 
an easement. It is left accessible in 
case the utility company must 
someday come in and make repair. 

The fate of a proposed foster care 
home in Westland for mentally 
retarded adults still hinges on the 
size of the Buckeye pipeline 
easement that runs on the back 
portion of the already substandard 
lot on Hunter Street. 

The city has gotten conflicting 
answers from the Buckeye Pipeline 
Company on the width of the 
easement. Its exact measurements 
are critical because it will deter- 
mine whether or not the proposed 
house will “fit” on the lot. 

Although the city hoped to have 
the definitive answer in time for 
Monday night’s public hearing, 
attended by about 75 residents of the 
neighborhood, the question remains 
a puzzle. 

So the city will keep trying to get 
the answer from Buckeye, and the 
city will have to hold yet another 
public hearing, the fourth, to give 
the final information to the neigh- 
bors. 

The basic issue is whether or not 
the lot, on Hunter Street one lot east 
of Apache, is buildable. In 1975, the 
city administration said it was not, 
then said it was, in conflicting and 
confusing memos. When the group 
home was proposed to the Building 
and Planning Departments this year 
by the agency that is part of the 
Department of Mental Health, it was 
determined that the lot is buildable. 
Some officials still maintain it is not. 

Once the residents and city of- 
ficials determined that they didn’t 
have the answer to this question 
Monday night, they proceeded to 
hear three hours of pro and con 
arguments from residents over 
whether or not they want the house 
in their neighborhood. (See related 
story.) 

On hand for the meeting were 
Westland’s two state represen- 
tatives, Robert Law (R-Westland, 
Livonia) and Thomas Brown (D- 
Westland). Brown was a co-sponsor 
of the state law that permits such 
foster care homes in residential 
areas. The law, passed in 1977, 
prohibits cities from excluding such 
foster care facilities of six residents 
or less, as long as the home is built 
according to normal residential 
codes. 

But Brown was not pleased with 
what has happened since the law 
passed. 

“When we passed the legislation, 
we were talking about existing 
homes (being converted to foster 
care homes),” he said. The Hunter 
proposal is for construction of a new 
home. 

Brown s aid he still a grees with the 
theory of the bill, that “each and 
every community in the state should 
take responsibility as far as these 
homes for the mentally retarded are 
concerned.” 

But he was very critical of the 
Department of Social Services and 
Department of Mental Health, 
saying that “to this day, they have 
not written up administrative rules 
to regulate this type of home.” 

Brown and Law said they were to 
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meet with members of the mental 
health committee of the legislature 
Tuesday to discuss this problem. 
Brown said he intends to introduce a 
resolution in the legislature to put a 
moratorium on licensing any more 
homes until such guidelines are 
written and approved by the mental 
health committee. 

Law and Brown said since the 
passage of the law, agencies have 
operated under old rules and

There's facts, requirements consumers should know 



It’s now law, and now throwing 
away your beverage bottles and 
cans will be the same as throwing 
away nickels and dimes. 

The law permits only returnable 
soft ckink and beer containers to be 


sold. It was approved in the 1976 
general election by 64 percent of the 
Michigan voters. 

‘There are a few facts and 
requirements for consumers to 
remember to make an easy tran- 


sition tot he new system," said Mary 
Zehner, Michigan State University 
Cooperative Extension Service 
consumer marketing information 
specialist. 

Containers, which by law require 
a deposit, are bottles and cans for 
soft drinks, soda water, carbonated, 
natural or mineral wter and other 
nonalcoholic carbonated drinks. A 
deposit also is required for con- 
tainers of one gallon or less holding 
beer, ale or other malt drinks. 

Wine, liquor, fruit juice and other 
noncar bona ted beverage containers 
are exempt from the deposit 
requirement. 

On cans you will be paying a 
deposit of 10 cents apiece Twelve- 
and 16-ounce glass containers will 
require a deposit of 10 cents, or 5 
cents each for "certified” bottles, 
which can be used by more than one 
bottler. The deposit for large con- 
tainers has yet to be set by bottlers, 
but currently the quart and liter 


glass bottles carry a 20-cent deposit 

Merchants are required to accept 
empty returnable containers and 
pay (in cash) the full deposit — but 
only if the containers you return are 
kinds, sizes and brands that they 
carry. All returnable cans will be 
marked with the name of the state 
and the refund value. RefiUable 
bottles will be marked with a 
"money back” statement. 

How should you handle your 
returnable empties? Zehner urges 
consumers to rinse the cans or 
bottles so they don’t present a 
sanitation problem in home or retail 
storage areas. And don’t crush the 
empty cans Returning uncrushed 
cans will help to speed up the return. 

What about buying soft drinks 
from machines? Some will require a 
deposit on beverage containers; 
others will not. 

However, vending machine 
suppliers who don’t require a deposit 
will lose money, if people walk off 


with containers. 

"These suppliers must pay a 
deposit on each container they 
purchase to sell in a machine. 
Consumers should be careful to 
return cans or bottles to the rack or 
bin furnished near machines,” 
Zehner said. 

A convenient place to redeem 
deposits will be provided near 
vending machines that collect 
deposits. 

fre deposits necessary on soft 
drink containers sold in cafeterias, 
restaurants or schools? According to 
Zehner, if drinks are normally 
consumed on the premises, no 
deposit will be required and a rack 
or bin will be furnished for the 
empties. If drinks are normally 
taken away from the premises, a 
deposit will be reauired. 

Prices for sdft drinks and beer will 
increase, because costs to 


wholesalers and retailers will in 
crease due to additional labor 


equipment and storage space 
required to handle returned bottles 
and cans, Zehner said The total 
capital expenditure required for the 
soft drink industry’ to stay within 
Michigan law* is estimated at $85 
million — and does not include 
added labor, fuel V facilities for 
washing bottles.

For new department 


Inkster City Council approves salary scales

Three of the four pesi 
Inkster’s new community 
Development Department (CDD) 
have been filled and salaries ap- 
proved by city council. 

Wally Arrowsmith, interim city 
manager, appointed Elaine C. 
Stottlemeyer as director, Clarence 
Oden as acquistion and relocation 
officer and reassigned Marsha 
Anderson as clerk typist of the 
department. 


The fourth position, grants ac- 
countant-writer, has not been filled, 
but the city is going to advertise for 
qualified people to apply for the job 
City council approved salaries last 
week for the three positions that 
were filled. As director, Mrs. 
Stottlemeyer will have a starting 
salary of $20,645. Six months later, 
she will get an increase to $22,783. 
One year after that increase, her 
salary will go to $23,940. 

Oden’s position as acquisition and 
relocation officer will pay $17,834, 
jumping to $19,681 six months later 
and up to $20,680 one year after the 


first increase. 

The position of Grants Account- 
Writer will pay $14,672 to start, with 
a hike to $16,191 after one year and 
another raise to $17,013 after the 
second year. 

City council members, along with 
some members of the audience, had 
a difference of opinion when the 
term “Provisional jobs” was used to 
explain the new CDD positions. 

Councilman Joe Davis and former 
mayor Edward livens in the 
audience agreed they thought it 
meant the people would have to pass 


CETA funding available 
for vocational education 


Western Wayne County residents 
interested in a career, but unable to 
afford the vocational training can 
find help through the federally 
funded Comprehensive Em- 
ployment and Training Act (CETA). 

According to Marlene Dowling, 
program manager with the Wayne 
County Office of Manpower, hun- 
dreds of training slots currently are 
open to qualified persons who live in 
Wayne County, excluding Dearborn, 
Detroit and Livonia, and who meet 
other screening criteria. 

Students receive the minimum 
wage for the time they attend the 
federally funded training. If they 
qualify, applicants can select 
training in such fields as medical, 
computers— programming and 
operating— mechanics, clerical and 
drafting design. 

The vocational training programs 
are administered through the Wayne 
County Office of Manpower and 
funded through CETA, newly re- 
enacted &iis fall by Congress. 


“If qualified people who need and 
are interested in this training were 
aware of its existance, they could 
contact our office today,” Ms. 
Dowling said. “They then could be 
enrolled i n most progra ms and ha ve 
money, pi ie educational benefits, by 
the early part of the new year.” 

The guidelines for the program 
includes proof of residency in the 
out-county area, as well as income 
and unemployment criteria Ms 
Dowling added that low-income, 
unemployed and underemployed are 
looked for diring the screening. 

Age is no factor, however, suc- 
cessful clients should have a, high 
school diploma or the GED 
equivalency certificate. 

According to Ms. Dowling, those 
who would benefit most from the 
program are a high school graduate 
or GED recipient who wants to study 
a specific field, but can’t afford 
college programs in terms of time 
and money; the person who is single 


a parent and needs some income 
while training for a future career; 
minorities who typically have a hard 
time breaking into today’s job 
market at meaningful levels, the 
woman who has spent much of her 
life carring for a family and now, 
perhaps alone, finds herself in need 
of work and training, persons with 
GEDs who find they need accredited 
training to get jobs in today’s 
compel itive m arket ; a nd t he college 
drop-out now trying to make it on his 
or her own. 

Vocational students come from all 
walks of life and cultural 
backgrounds, Ms. Dowling said. 
Training is as diverse as the needs of 
the persons applying, she added. 

After completing training, which 
lasts from one to two years, 
depending on the program selected, 
students are assisted with job 
placement.

a test before they got the jobs. 

However, Arrowsmith explained 
that by “provisional”, he meant 
temporary. “These people will fill 
the positions until council decides to 
terminate the department or make it 
permanent,” he said. 

“In six months council review the 
department’s work and either make 
it permanent or disband it, ac- 
cording to its value to the city.” 

Arrowsmith explained at last 
week’s council meeting that he had 
to recommend salaries for these 
positions to council that would at- 
tract qualified people on the open 
market. 

“After some discussion (with 
council members in orientation 
session), I had to ‘lower my sights’ a 
little,” he admitted. 

Arrowsmith said he hoped he 
could find someone from the City of 
Inkster to fill the remaining position 
of grants accountant-writer. 

“I’m really doubtful that we have 
anyone in city employment or that 
lives in the city that can meet the 
requirements for the job,” the 
veteran city administrator said. But 
he quickly added, “However, I hope 
I’m wrong — because we would like 
to fill the job with a local person 
from Inkster.” 

Arrowsmith said the city would 
advertise for people to apply for the 
job. “Mrs. Stottlemeyer will in- 
terview the applicants and make a 
recommendation to me,” said the 
city manager, who has final say in 
hiring the person to fill the position. 


Arrowsmith is pleased that 
council approved the new CDD and 
said it would help Inkster greatly in 
its efforts to obtain federal grant 
funds. He pointed out that there is 
$1,800,000 available in CETA, HUD 
and Small Cities Grants.

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It's time 
to winterize 
your pets 



Winter is arriving 
right on schedule, so the 
Michigan Humane 
Society reminds pet 
owners to think of 
winterizing their pet. 

In most cases, it is 
perfectly all right for a 
dog to be kept outdoors 
during the winter 
months — if he is used to 
it. The average dog is 
able to acclimate 
himself to the weather, 
but on a gradual basis. 

Naturally, a dog that 
is indoors most of the 
time shouldn’t be put 
out for too long on a cold 
winter day. And, con- 
versely, a dog with a 
heavy, thick coat would 
be most uncomfortable, 
if made to stay indoors 
all day. 

When a dog is left 
outdoors there is one 
requirement that must 
not be overlooked. It is 
most important that the 
animal has shelter 
available at all times. 
Clean straw serves as 
an excellent bedding 
and insulation for a dog 
house. The straw should 
be changed frequently, 
as once it becomes wet, 
it loses its insulation 
qualities. The dog house 
should face south, as 
prevailing winds are 
from the west and north. 


A piece of old carpeting 
makes a good flap for 
the doorway to prevent 
drafts. 

Other cold weather 
reminders from the 
Michigan Humane 
Society are: 

(1) Feed your pets 
more often to provide 
extra energy during 
winter months. Such 
items as beef suet, meat 
or bacon drippings also 
are good additions to his 
winter diet. 

(2) Frequently check 
the food and water you 
put outside to make 
certain it doesn’t freeze. 

(3) Be alert for toxic 
snow melting sub- 
stances which could 
make him sick and sting 
his paws. 

(4) Put a sweater on 
your dog when you walk 
him . It’s not a silly idea ; 
it’ll help keep him 
warm.

Brown plans to amend home warranty proposal 


A bill which would require con- 
struction and materials warranties 
on newly built homes is now up for 
House debate and vote. 

The bill was introduced by State 
Repl Thomas H. Brown (D-37th 
District), who said he will propose a 
substitute version of the bill, which 


will include amendments suggested 
by the Department of Management 
and Budget and the Michigan Home 
Builders Association. 

The changes would include giving 
home builders the option of 
providing homeowners insurance as 
a method of complying with the 
warranty requirement. 


Under the Brown bill, the home 
builder would have to guarantee 
during the first year that the 
dwelling would be free of defects 
caused by faulty work and defective 
materials due to non-compliance 
with building standards. During the 
first two years of the warranty, the 
home would have to be guaranteed 


to be free from defects caused by 
faulty installation of plumbing, 
electrical, heating and cooling 
systems. 

During the first 10 years of the 
warranty the dwelling would have to 
be free of major construction 
defects, which are spelled out in the 
bill. 


“There is a very definite need for 
this type of protection for home 
buyers, ” Brown said “With the 
tremendous number of new homes 
being built in the metropolitan 
Detroit area and elsewhere in 
Michigan, there is more need than 
ever before for legally-defined 
protections for their buyers. 


“The costs of new homes have shot 
up dramatically A new home 
usually is the largest single pur- 
chase a person makes in his or her 
lifetime With this type of in- 
vestment and indebtedness, the 
home buyer has a right to expect 
certain reasonable warranty 
guarantees against defects.”

Inhaling toy 
piece: Threat \ 

to toddlers 




Following the recent 
death of a 9-year-old 
boy, caused by ac- 
cidentally inhaling a toy 
rubber rivet into his 
lung, the American 
Lung Association of 
Southeastern Michigan 
is repeating its warning 
about the dangers of 
making small, hard 
objects available to 
preschool children. 

Inhalation of foreign 
objects is the most 
common cause of ac- 
cidental death to 
children under age 6 in 
the home. It also is the 
most preventable, 
according to Dr. George 
Polgar of the Lung 
Association. Polgar is 
director of respiratory 
diseases at Children’s 
Hospital of Michigan 
and chairman of the 
Lung Association’s 
Child Lung Health 
Committee. 

The Christmas Seal 
organization has ounted 
a nationwide campaign 
to protect young 
children from this 
danger, which is 
enhanced during the 
holiday season as 
candies, nuts, and a host 
of other small objects 
and toys are tempting to 
toddlers. The object 
goes in the mouth, but 
sometimes it “goes 
down the wrong way.” 

Death can come from 
choking — sometimes 
cutting off the breath in 
the trachea (windpipe). 
Other times the objects 
are inhaled deeper into 
the lung, where they can 
cause long-term 
damage. Scientists call 
this “aspiration.”

Organic objects, such 
as bits of food, generally 
cause more damage. 
Tiny pieces of crisp 
bacon, apple peel, 
carrots, raisins, and 
hard candies bring 
inflammation at the 
site, if they lodge in the 
lung. Inflamed tissues 
may encourage in- 
fection which is difficult 
to diagnose and treat. 

Peanuts are a par- 
ticular hazard. They 
contain vegetable oil, 
and any kind of oil in the 
lung elicits a virulent 
chemical reaction. 

Small buttons, beads, 
pins or toy parts are 
common inorganic 
objects that can be 
aspirated. Sharp objects 
are dangerous because 
tender lung tissue is 
easily cut or penetrated. 
If the objects does not 
•interfere with the 
child's breathing, it still 
can land in the lung and 
cause trouble, maybe 
months or years later. 

Sometimes inhaled 
objects — whether 
organic or inorganic 
require surgery for 
removal. 

It is better to prevent 
aspiration than to treat 
it, according to the 
American Lung 
Association. All small 
objects should be kept 
out of the reach of 
youngsters. No matter 
how young, children 
should be taught to chew 
food well, swallow 
carefully and not to run 
or play with food in their 
mouths. They also 
should be warned that 
only food should be 
placed in the mouth.

Homeowners renew battle against builder 


For months their numbers and 
tempers have grown So have their 
lists of complaints mailed to Koss 
Development Inc. 

Homes in the Mayfair subdivision 
in Canton Township, according to 
the white and blue collar workers 
alike who reside there, have leaky 
roofs, moving floors, insufficient 
insulation, gaps in walls, and lop- 
sided porches. 

That host of home headaches was 
the reason homeowners lined their 
lawns and windows with signs 
critical of the builder. “Another 
quality le$$ Koss home.” 

The unattended defects are the 
reason homeowners huddle on 
weeknights plotting the means to 
get the builder’s attentioa 

Besides the “Sign” campaign, 
homeowners are considering 
picketing model homes constructed 
by Koss Development Inc., in Troy 
Michigan. 

“We really don’t know wtot to do, 
but we’re tired of just sitting back 
and taking it,” said Frank Naples of 
Westchester Drive. 

Naples, who claims that 50 per- 
cent of his ceiling insulation is 
missing, acknowledged the fact that 
no course of action is a sure road to 
repair victory. 

“They just tell you they’ll look into 
it, but then you never hear from 
them again,” Naples said,” I also 
think the township building 
department is to blame to for letting 
things go like this.” 

Last week eight couples met at 
resident George Vollman’s home. 
Vollman claims his kitchen floor 
moves when any amount of pressure 
is placed on it. The eight 
homeowners agreed on five 
resolutions. 


Fist they agreed that the new 
handy man assigned to the sub- 
division by the building company 
was adequate for menial tasks. 

Their second resolution was that 
beyond minor repairs the new 
employees couldn’t be utilized. 

They also agreed that since their 
last round with Koss Development, 
some action has been taken, but the 
major repairs have gone unat- 
tended. 

So for their fourth resolution they 
proposed that the builder sign an 
agreement that he will perform by a 
certain date. 

“I don’t consider having a brick in 
my fire place as properly repairing 
the flu chain I never received,” said 
Vollman who has been the prime 
motivator of the group. 

He said that while Koss responded 
to the group’s first complaints, 
homeowners are still not satisfied 
and feel they must continue their 
efforts to force the builder into 
action. 

However part owner of Koss 
Development, John Koss, says that 
the irate group is just a small 
minority of all homeowners in the 
subdivision. 

“These people are just a bunch of 
picky people you can’t please," Koss 
said. “There are only seven of them 
who’ ve signed the letter to complain, 
out of the entire subdivision.” 

While there are now eight couples 
involved in the effort, the entire 
Mayfair subdivision part II holds 14 
homes, said Vollman. 

“There are some people with 
complaints that don’t want to get 
involved fbr many reasons,” added 
Vollman. 

Koss also charged that it was 
“ludicrous” that the homeowners 
were accusing him of plans to leave 
the site and not return.

The following is a 
summary of the significant policies. 

Basis of Accounting 

The accrual basis ot accounting is followed (with minor exceptions) by the 

Water Supply and Sewage Disposal System Fund 

Investments 

Investments are stated at cost. 

Inventories 

Inventories held by the fund are priced at cost. 

General Fixed Assets 

General fixed assets are recorded at co6t and capitalized when purchased. * 
Depreciation has been provided using the straight-line method. The Van 
Buren Trunkline Right is being amortized using the straight-line method on 
a useful life of 30 years. The fixed assets designated as wells and clear wells 
are no longer in use, however, they are still being depreciated. This is due to 
the available utilization of these assets, if the need arises. 

Note B - Long-Tym Debt 

'the Van Buren Installment Contract consists of a 7.2 percent note payable 
in annual installments including interest over a period of 30 years. The 
amount of the annual installment is $4,683.72 due May 1 of each year. Other 
long-term debt consists of outstanding bonds. See schedule for bonds and 
interest requirements. 

Note C - Michigan Unemployment Tax 
January 1, 1OT5, the City of Belleville, Michigan became subject to the 
Michigan Unemployment Tax. The City has elected the reimbursement 
method of payment in which it must reimburse the State for unemployment 
claims paid. During the calendar year ended December 31, 1977, no claims 
were made. 

Note D - Retirement Plan Contributions 
The City participates in the Municipal Employees Retirement System of 
the State of Michigan, a contributory plan covering the full time staff. The 
City’s contribution to the system for the year, based upon rates set by the 
Municipal Employees Retirement System, aggregated approximately 
$25,012.00 for all funds, for fiscal year ending June 30, 1978. 

Note E - Prior Period Adjustment 

Retained earnings (deficit) al June 30, 1977 has been restated to effect a 
correction in the computation of Accounts Receivable - Services at that date. 

In pro-rating service revenues at June 30, 1977, for unbilled quarters ending 
August 1, and September 1, 1977, subsequent abatements of penalties billed 
was not considered. The effect of the adjustment is to reduce Accounts 
Receivable - Services, and increase the deficit in retained earnings al June 
30, 1977 by $4,001.99. 
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Heating costs tax credit available 


to seniors and low-income families 


Senior citizens and low income 
families can claim a tax credit for a 
portion of their heating bills this 
winter under the provisions of a new 
law, according to State Rep. Robert 
C. Law (R-36th District). 

The Michigan energy credit 
program will permit individuals and 
families to apply for the credit when 
they fill out their income tax forms. 

“This will provide an easy way for 
those who need it to obtain 
assistance in paying their utility 
bills,” Law said, “because it is at- 
tached to the property tax-rent 
credit system. 

“Last year the legislature passed 
an emergency home heating 
assistance act that did not begin to 
have the impact we had hoped. 'Hie 
new program is a great im- 
provement and we are estimating 
that some 648,000 households will 
qualify for the program.” 

Law explained that the Depart- 
ment of Treasury, rather than the 
Department of Social Services, will 


administer this new program, 
estima ted to cost from $35 million to 
$40 million in tax credits. 
fc“Thea mount of the credit actually 
na^nothing to do with the actual 
heatmg. costs,” Law said, “but is 
arrived bt according to a system 
similar to the one used to figure the 
property tax -rent credit.” 

In order to compute the credit, 
individuals and families would 
subtract 3.5 percent 6f household 
income from $200, if filing for one 
exemption, 3.5 percent of household 
income from $240 for two exemp- 
tions, from $280 for three exemp- 
tions, from $310 for four exemptions, 
from $340 for five exemptions and 
from $370 for six or more exemp- 
tions. 

“Anyone who has no taxable in- 
come could receive the full exemp- 
tion amount,” Law said. He added 
that students claimed as dependents 
are not eligible for the credit, nor 
are people who receive public 
assistance or aid to families with

Congratulations, Faust 


Our congratulations to 
Senator William Faust. 

Senator Faust, Democrat of

Regulating retirement systems

There are state laws which regulate 
retirement systems. The Legislature has sought 
this year to improve them. 

There is also the question of mandatory 
retirement. Is it good or bad? 

The House approved, by a near unanimous 
vote, a bill to prohibit an employer from 
requiring an employee to retire due to the 
employee’s age. The bill is in committee in the 
Senate. 

Many persons are required to retire from their 
jobs when they reach a certain age — usually 
65— regardless of their competence. Although 
most people seem to look forward to retirement 
others do not. 

Therefore, it is not uncommon for able, alert 
and healthy persons to leave jobs they would 
prefer to remain in and to face a future of en- 
forced leisure, a future they are ill-equipped to 
face. This can be unfair and damaging to older 
people and a waste of talent and experience 
There is evidence that reaching the age of 
retirement can have a tremendous, harmful 
emotional effect on some people. It can be a 
symbol to them of decline, with a lack of purpose 
in their lives and a loss of self-esteem. This can 
lead to depression, ill health, deterioration of 
marriages, alcoholism and even suicide. 

Further, many who are forcibly retired face 
a substantial loss of income, suffering economic 
hardship and forcing them to alter the way they 

While the bill would not force anyone to work 
after normal retirement age, it wold give older 
workers a freedom of choice and equal op- 
portunity. 

Mandatory retirment puts strains on 
retirement programs, including the Social

Security System. As persons of retirement age 
become a larger percentage of the population, 
the burden on work forces supporting retirement 
programs grows. Allowing persons of retirement 
age to continue working, if they so desire, would 
tend to reduce that burden. There has been a 
movement against mandatory retirement at 
both the federal and state level. California has 
passed a law ending mandatory retirement for 
all except police, firefighters and teachers. 
Maine has ended mandatory retirement for state 
civil service employees. 

The bill passed by the House would not apply to 
police or firemen. It would also require the State 
Civil Rights Commission to write rules to 
establish procedures an employer would use in 
determining the ability of an employee at normal 
retirement age to continue to do his job. 

The House has approved a number of bills 
related to retirement service credits for public 
employees for military service. 

There are presently two retirement systems 
for public school employees, one for Detroit and 
other for the rest of the state, although they are 
moving toward complete integration. 

Existing law allows persons under those 
retirement systems to purchase retirement 
credits for military service before becoming a 
school employees, after serving at least 10 years 
in one of the retirement systems. 

The bill passed by the House would allow the 
10 years of school service required for eligibility 
for military service credits to be served in both 
the Detroit and outstate retirement systems, 
which protects those school employees who have 
moved from one to the other. 

The amount of money required to “buy into’’ 
the retirement system to obtain credits for prior 


military service can be substantial. Another bill 
approved by the House would allow the military 
serviee credits to be purchased on the in-

The same bill would grant supplemental 
monthly allowances, ranging from one to eight 
per cent, for State Police retirees or their 
beneficiaries. Similar supplemental benefits 
needed because of the impact of inflation, were 
provided for other state employees in 1977. 

In all cases, the purchase of prior military 
service retirement credits is optional with the 
employee. 

Law passed in 1976 provides that a person 
receiving public school employees’ retirement 
system survivor’s benefits who has the benefits 
terminated by remarriage can obtain them once 
more upon the death of the second spouse. 
However, it required that application for rein- 
statement be made within 90 days of the effective 
date of the law. 

There were some otherwise eligible persons 
who did not apply for the reinstated benefits in 
time and thus lost them. A bill passed by the 
House and sent to the Senate would eliminate the 
90-day limitation so that an eligible person could 
apply for the benefits at any time. 


Risk-free society 

'Do not sniff' 


Coal is dirty and pollutes. Nuclear energy will 
destroy all of us. Oil is disappearing. Natural 
Gas is no longer profitable to exploit. Our 
Nighties, treated with ‘Tris’, are a health haz- 
zard. It looks like we will all be relegated to 
sitting nude in front of our fireplaces, slowly 
freezing to death in order to protect our en- 
vironment. 

But we must never fall in the trap of worrying 
about today. Tomorrow is much more important, 
even if most of us will be gone by then. 

And now, the latest movement to grab the 
attention of those who are short of causes to 
champion, is the ‘Risk Free Society.’ 

Forget for a moment the real risk of freezing to 
death if the environmentalists prevail. 

According to the new philosophy, anything that 
may constitute a risk to mankind, must be 
regulated out of existence. 

Last week for example, our federal govern- 
ment, apparently running out of things to 
regulate, ordered that from now on, all con- 
tainers of Battery Electrolyte — that stuff you 
find inside your auto battery, commonly 
referred to as acid — must carry a ‘Do not Drink’ 
warning on it’s label. 

One would conclude from that action that a 



recent outbreak of “Electrolytic Junkies’ had 
been discovered. But the fact is, Electrolyte is a 
poison, probably tastes terrible and the con- 
tainer does not even require a bottle deposit, so 
who would drink it anyway?

Candy from m’lady’s kitchen can 
be packaged in so many different 
ways that it’s hard to know where to 
start and stop. Ceramic pots for 
plants are one way to give two-gifts- 
in-one; vases can hold wrapped hard 
candies andtallsticks; baskets (find 
an interesting duck shape or horn of 
plenty) will hold anything that’s 
wrapped properly . Or how about any 
kind of fancy crystal cr glass candy 
dish or cake plate? 

It all takes just a bit of looking 
around you when you’re in a store or 
shop Think, too, about the velvet or 
gingham ribbon trim, the bits of 
holly or mistletoe or the tiny candy 
canes you might use to add a 
decorative touch to your packaging. 

So — now that we’ve the con- 
tainers out of the way, let’s get on to 
the nitty-gritty of the work involved. 
And it can be easy and quick (with 
mixes) or the from-scratch method 
which entails just a little more work 
and, thus, a bit more time. 

In our local libraries one will find 
scads of cookbooks; every kind 
you’ve ever imagined and, with 
space allowed, we’re going to delve 
into a few that particularly stress 
the holiday season.

Christmas 
Hermits, of course, speak for 
themselves as does Holiday Fruit 
Candy which is NOT for calorie 
counters since it’s crammed full of 
candied cherries and pineapple and 
lots of pecans, almonds and walnuts. 

The table of contents lists fruit- 
cakes, breads, cookies, plum pud- 
ding, candy and nuts, jellies, jams, 
marmalades, conserves, syrups, 
sauces, spiced fruits and chutneys, 
relishes and pickles, savories and 
snacks and festive beverages 

Having the ideal title for a 
Christmas time tome is Mimi 
Sheraton’s “Visions of Sugarplums” 
which really conjurs up all kinds of 
images, doesn’t it? Here is a 
charming and comprehensive 
collection of cakes, cookies, candies 
and confections from all the coun- 
tries that celebrate Christmas 

Here are not the clever intentions 
oi an imaginative cook but the ac- 
tual traditional recipes far the 
merriest and most affecting of 
seasons. 

Devonshire Brandy Pudding, 
Epiphany Jam Tart, Armenian 
Golden Wheat and Apricot Pilaff, 
Lebanese Crullers and Danish 
Advent Pretzels are but a few of the 
entries.
